B. C„ March S.—Reporta 
of two massacres of missionaries in 
China were received by the steamer 
Empress of India, which has arrived 
from the Orient. In Kin su. Fathers 
Van Mlrhaeghe and Rougaerta were 
murdered by a band of Chinese, In 
eluding soldiers, who attacked their 
mission.

The Platte River at Louisville, Neb., 
le Two Miles Wide. 
Ixmleville, Neb., March 6.—An Ice 
gorge which began forming above the 
Missouri Pacific bridge near this city 
Monday morning has reached formid­ 
able proportions and the Platte river 
has risen higher than for to years and 
now covers n stretch of country two 
miles wide.
